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next day. If, however, the nominal day of 
maturity should be Sunday or a holiday the 
days of grace are not thereby diminished ; 
the instrument is due on the third day after. 

By the general law merchant a bill or 
note is demandable on the third day of 
grace ; but if the established usage of the 
place where the instrument is payable, or 
at the bank at which it is payable or depos- 
ited for collection, is to make demand on 
the fourth or other day the parties to the 
note will be bound by such an usage. As 
to the time of day at which presentment 
must be made a note or bill may be de- | 
manded at any reasonable hour on the last 
day of grace. An instrument without days | 
of grace is not due until the whole day of | 
payment has expired; but an instrument 
with days of grace is, for the purpose of fix- 
ing the commercial liabilities of 
the parties, due on demand on 
the last day of grace. 

Presentment should be made 
during the proper business hours ; 
and these, it is said, except when 
the paper is due from or ata 
bank, generally range through 
the whole day down to bed time 
in the evening. A demand at 
the dwelling between 11 and 12 & 
o'clock at night, when the maker 
of the note was in bed, has been 
held to be too late and a demand 
at 8 in the morning too early ; 
but when a note or bill is payable 
ata banking house or other place 
where it is known that business 
is only transacted during certain 
hours of the day, the effect of 
the contract is that the note shall 
be paid at some time during the 
usual bank hours at such bank, 
and there is no default until the 
close of such bank. hours. On 
the other hand, a demand cannot 
be. made after such hours. About 
the close of banking hours is the 
proper time. A note payable on 
demand is in law payable pres- 
ently. There needs no demand 
to give a right of action, and 
the statute of limitations begins 
to run from thedate. The speci- 
fication of a place of payment cannot alter 
the nature of the legal liability so as to 
render it not absolute and immediate. The 
point, however, is now settled by decisions 
which have detertermined that upon a note 
payable on demand at a particular place an 
averment of demand is not necessary in a 
suit against the maker.

Fire Pumps. 
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Presentment of Bills and Notes. 
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It is a general principle that to fix the 
liability of the drawer of a bill or indorser 
of a bill or note there must be a legal pre- 
sentment of the instrument to the acceptor 
or maker, or demand of payment from him, 
on the day on which the instrument is pay- 
able ; and it seems to be admitted that when 
the presentment is mafleat the proper place 
the ackndwledgment of ‘a person there that 
tie is the maker is prima facie evidence that 
he is so; but the principle is now well es- 
tablished of substituting due diligence as a 
legal presumption in the place of an actual 
demand. In Connecticut, at least, the aver- 
ment in the declaration of due presentment 
is sustained by facts amounting to a legal 
excuse for non-presentment, and what con- 
stitutes due. diligence, under the circum- 
stances of the case,is a question of law, 
and where the facts are undisputed it is a 
question of law exclusively. 

In South Carolina the rules as to due dili- 
gence, applied to notes and bills indorsed 
when over due, are not quite the same as 
those applicable in ordinary cases ; demand 
and notice are dispensed with, but only such 
diligence is necessary, according to the 
circumstances of the case, that the indorser 
suffers no injury through the neglect ; in 
other words, the only penalty of neglect is 
a responsibility for the injury which it 
actually occasions to the indorser, and the 
question of reasonable diligence is always a 
fact for the jury. 

There are some circumstances which ex- 
cuse a presentment altogether, being them- 
selves, in. law, equivalent to a default. 
One of them is when the maker or drawer 
has ‘absconded before the maturity of the 
instrument, in which case notice of the fact 
is equivalent to notice of demand and re- 
fusal.. Another exception is, that if the 
maker or drawer has removed his residence 
into another jurisdiction after making, or 
acceding to, the instrument; that is to say 
has removed his residence out of the State 
in which it was at the time when he became 
a party to the instrument, the necessity of a 
presentment is excused. 

It is doubted whether, if the maker’s new 
residence in another State is adjoining or 
near to his former residence, demand should 
not be made at the new residence ; and the 
rule is qualified by the important condition 
that, in the case of a removal out of the 
State, there must still be a demand at the 
maker’s last place of residence, or due dili- 
gence to find it. It is to be understood, 
however, that the rule relates only to a re- 
moval of the residence of the party out of 
the jurisdiction, and that a mere personal 
absence, however protracted, does not fall 
within it, and a demand at his usual place 
of business or at the family residence is 
necessary. If the maker of the note is a 
seafaring man, who has no residence or 
place of business in the State, and is at sea 
when payment becomes due, no demand is 
required ; but where the holder was told at 
the time the indorsement was given that 
the maker was a transient person, and his 
residence unknown, this was held not to be 
enough to dispense with an effort to find 
him and make a demand. If the maker or 
acceptor is dead before the instrument be- 
comes payable the holder should make in- 
quiry for his personal representative, if 
there is one, and present the instrument to 
him at maturity for payment. 

With regard to the day on which de- 
mand must be made, a note or bill pay- 
able at a certain time must be presented on 
the last day of grace ; a demand either be- 
fore or after that day is insufficient to 
charge the indorser. When days of grace 
are allowed, and the last of them is Sunday, 
the Fourth of July or other public holiday, 
the note or bill is payable the day before, 
although an instrument without days of 
grace, if the day on which the debt falls 
due is a holiday, is not payable until the

In a great proportion of the indus- 
trial establishments throughout the country 
the so-called fire protection appliances are 
poor substitutes for what they should be, 
or might be by good construction. Many 
places where fairly good pumps are used 
have them so placed and connected that in 
case of a sudden need they are almost use- 
less, because of inadequate means for get- 
ting the water anywhere near the location 
of the fire, perhaps by reason of an insuffi- 
cient number of hydrants or lengths of 
hose. 

Pump suction pipes are often so poorly 
constructed and put in that air leaks badly 
and prevents the pump from doing half the 
work that it should. Carelessness in taking 
charge of the pump often leaves it so badly 
rusted and corroded that it cannot be made 
to move, so as to throw any effective streams 
to the point of fire until it is too late to pre- 
vent Serious loss and afi uncontrollable con- 
flagration. Rod packings are as often left 
in bad order, so that under heavy working 
of the pump they blow through and neces- 
sitate a stop which may be most destructive 
in results. Then again the source of water 
supply is found to be inadequate in case of 
need. Either the piping is too small or the 
supply in reserve is entirely too small to 
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stand the drain upon it for a sufficient 
length of time. These failures to secure a 
good service are not so apt to occur at the 
present time as in the past, yet there are 
undoubtedly many of them in existence. 

In regard to an efficient fire pump equip- 
ment, the first thing of importance is to 
have one which can not only deliver water 
at any point of the property at an instant’s 
notice, but one which can also deliver a 
number of streams and a large volume of 
water, all to be concentrated on one spot if 
necessary, A failure in this respect is the 
cause of a great many serious fires which 
might have been entirely prevented by hav- 
ing had a sufficient volume of water deliv- 
ered at their point of origin. In this re- 
spect the pump must be very large in ca- 
pacity, and the hydrants or lines of hose

must be so placed that three or four heavy 
streams can be delivered at any one point 
throughout the whole establishment. 

A great mistake is made very often in 
supposing that a stream which can be 
thrown a long distance or to a great height 
is necessary. This is of small consequence 
in comparison to the need of a large volume 
which can be turned to any point desired 
and thus entirely drown out a fire before it 
has a chance to gain great headway and 
cover awide area. Probably a very large 
part of the fires which have been disastrous 
could have been prevented by this one 
quality in a fireequipment. In many places 
where the pump is of ample size, the lines 
of hose are so situated that not more than 


two will overlap, or reach any one point, 
whereas three or four should be available 
at an instant without having to couple up 
long lines. Nozzles should be large, or ex- 
tra ones should be at hand, so that the maxi- 
mum volume of water can readily be had | 
when wanted. 

As to the size of the pump ; in common 
mill practice, no pump of less than 1,000 
gallons per minute capacity should be put 
in, and in most situations one 1,500 gallon 
or two 1,000 gallon pumps should be in- 
stalled, it often being convenient and of ad- 
vantage to have pumps located in different 
parts of the manufacturing plant, to thereby 
more effectively cover a large area. 

In pattern a fire pump should always be 
duplex. There are many single pumps in 
use, but the duplex will, under heavy work, 
make longer continuous runs and stand a 
much greater amount of work without de- 
structive effects; it will run more uniformly | 





at high piston speed and be easier on the | 
water valves and pipes when they are under | 
heavy pressure.

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Cis the agitator shaft, its end bearing c 
is bolted to the head a', it passes through a 
hole in the head a‘ and a stuff box, c’, there- 
on and carries the driving pulley <*. It 
may have a central bearing, c*, in the braced 
hanger cs extending downward from the 
top. Upon the shaft are mounted the 
blades D, these preferably extend a uni- 
form distance from the shaft, the shaft pass- 
ing through their centres, and they are set 
at a slight inclination to the shaft, that is 
so that one end of each beater is behind the 
other end ; this causes each of the sections 
d d@ of each beater to turn in different paths 
and to reach different portions of the mass 
in one complete revolution. 

The beaters D are also out of line with 
each other upon the shaft, being preferably 
arranged in relation to each other as repre- 
sented in Fig. 3; they are also preferably 
placed upon the shaft so that their joint ac- 
tion is practically continuous upon the pulp 
from éne end to the other, that is, the ad- 
vanced end of one blade describes a path 
which is just behind the path described by 
the rear end of the next blade. The blades 
are flat upon two surfaces and quite thin, 
and the flat surfaces of the section d of the 
blade are at a right angle to the flatsurfaces 
of the section @’, and the flat surfaces of 
both blades are at an angle to the path of 
rotation of the entire blade. 

The blades are so placed and are of a 
length sufficient to cause their ends to very 
nearly come in contact with the curved bot- 
tom @ of the chest, but the chest is made 
preferably considerably higher than the 
agitator, or in other words the agitator is 
in the lower part of the chest. The effect 
of this construction is to cause the pulp to 
be subjected toa number of divers agitating 
influences which not only break it up and 
fully incorporate and mix it vertically but 
also horizontally, so that the mass is made 
homogeneous or of the same density 
throughout, and when color is introduced 
into the chest it is immediately mixed with 
the mass thoroughly from top to bottom and 
end to end. 


and regularly than that of a single pump. 
The ratio of area of. steam and water cylin- 
ders as secured in the pumps of the prom- 
inent builders is such as to give good prac- 
tical results in all ordinary situations. 

The location of a fire pump is of the ut- 
most importance, and should be controlled 
by the location of the water supply. 

Exemption from danger may be rendered 
practically nil by proximity to a structure 
which may be on fire, and there should be 
effective connection to the piping which is 
to cover the area which the pump is de- 
signed to protect. Itis often the custom 
and a convenience also to place a fire pump 
in the boiler or engine room, but this is not 
always a wise thing todo. Such a position 
should not be selected for its convenience 
or to save in first cost, without considera- 
tion of the above mentioned im- 
portant elements of an effective 
fire protection service.

Stuff Chest. 


The accompanying illustra- 
tions show the design of a new 
stuff chest recently patented. 

This stuff chest and agitator 
comprises a closed horizontal 
shell or case, the bottom surface 
of which is curved regularly from 
side to side, the sides of which 
are preferably straight, and the 
upper or top of which is prefer- 
ably curved outwardly. This 
shell or case is mounted upon 
pillow blocks and is somewhat 
inclined toward its discharging 
end; and in the case there is ar- 
ranged an agitator mounted upon 
a horizontal shaft, one end of 
which extends through a head 
of the case, and upon the shaft 
there are mounted agitating 
blades preferably set angularly 
to the shaft and out of line regu- 
larly with each other, the blades 
thus bearing an angle to the path 
in which they are turned, and 
the shaft and blades being of 
such length and location that the 
ends of the blades very nearly touch the 
lower surface of the case or chest as they 
are revolved. 

The case is provided with a supply pipe 
which enters preferably through its top and

necessary by the wearand tearof machinery, 
This is a never ending account, which at 
the end of each year bobs up with as much 
forcefulness and serenity as ever, although 
at each such recurring anniversary active 
measures are taken to prevent the existence 
and spread of this contagion, some pro- 
prietors even going so far as to apply such 
forcible language to the superintendent, 
operatives and machine builders as to make 
the very atmosphere look blue and the 
superintendent and others about the place, 
whether guilty or not guilty, tremble.

discharge pipe which is connected with the 
bottom of the case at its lowest level, and a 
manhole which is closed by a cover. The 
case is made tight in order that there may 
be no waste of pulp. It is made slightly 
inclined in order that all of the pulp may 
run to the discharge end and so that the 
chest may be entirely emptied of a charge 
of pulp. The beating or agitating blades 
are made preferably of the shape described, 
and are mounted on the shaft in manner 
specified for the purpose of accomplishing 
two objects—to obtain an up and down 
beating action, that is, an action which shall 
cause a vertical movement of the pulp and 
water, and for the purpose of giving an end- 
wise movement to the pulp—as it is neces- 
sary that these two movements shall be 
given the mass of pulp simultaneously to 
secure a perfectly uniform consistency. 













Superintendents are often accused and 
very forcibly reminded of their mistakes 
and shortcomings. Sometimes mill owners 
have just cause for such complaint, and 
sometimes not ; but be that as it may, when 
a reprimand is given investigation will 
usually reveal the fact that the owner 
places particular stress upon the size of the 
repairs, and when the old gentleman gets 
started on a general reprimand it does seem 
as if he would never let up. That there are 
times, seasons and conditions which re- 
quire owners of mills to make reprimands. 
and where it becomes healthful medicine to 
administer them, producing good results to 
all parties concerned, no sane man will 
deny; but it is just as true that thereare also 
times, seasons and conditions wherein 
owners of mills ought to be grateful to their 
subordinates, and show their good will and 
approval of faithfully performed service, re- 
membering that a few words of commen- 
dation have their appropriate place, and 
produce as good and iasting results on the

In three-fourths of 
the cases this is to the effect that the broken 
part let loose because it was never strong 
enough; that the machine builder didn't 
put enough iron in it and never made the 
proper allowance for the strain which the 
part had to resist, or the wear and tear it 
would receive after having seen a term of 
service. This is a splendid verdict for 
everyone connected with the mill, from the 
superintendent down to the coal heaver. It 
has a tendency to soothe the wrath of an 
average mill owner, and shifts the blame 
from the parties who are most implicated, 
and places the responsibility on someone 


not present todefend himself or themselves | 


—and here the matter ends.

What is the real cause of many of the ac- 


cidents which result in breakages on paper | 
| strains inflicted by the action of the crow- 


machines? Many of them come about 
through the ignorance and negligence of 
the men who run them; by this I do not 
mean superintendents, for they are, as a 
class, a body of intelligent men; but I do 
mean machine tenders. All breakages 
which happen to a paper machine are ae 
attributable to them, nor are all machine | 


| that one could desire.

in strength and workmanship and in fact all 
These for some rea- 
son were not working to suit the machine 
tender, who at the time of which I speak 


| was engaged in trying to move one end (or 


rather the front side) a trifle toward the 


| breast roll, and he did it by using a heavy 


crowbar, striking the frame blow after blow 
with all the power he could command. Al- 
though this stack of calenders was well 
proportioned and heavy, is it any wonder 
that the frame was cracked by such abusive 
treatment? How often the stack was thus 
treated I cannot say. Telltale marks on 
the frame, however, went far to establish 
the fact that this was a common mode of 
treatment in that mill. Here was a case 
requiring the skill and attention of the mill- 
wright and not the machine tender. If the 


con, after which the verdict is rendered and | front side of that calender stack had shifted 


or the journal boxes become worn so that 
the calender rolls were out of line with the 


| remainder of the paper machine, the proper 


remedy would have been a realignment 
carefully established by measurement, and 
perhaps a rebabbiting or a renewing of the 
journal boxes, and not a willful destruction 
of valuable property by the crowbar and 
ignorant machine tender route. 

I suppose that if any of the people who 
made that stack happen in at that mill they 
will be shown their cracked calender frame 
and reminded of the fact that it did not suc- 
cessfully resist the strains when in action. 
1 hope that when the representative of the 
manufacturers is shown the cracked frame 
he will look for those horrid crowbar marks 
which may still be seen on it, and then ask 
the mill manif he means the working strains 
caused by operating the machine, or the 


bar in the hands of the machine tender. 
** 

At another mill I saw a machine tender 
applying the same remedy toa revolving 
reel, with the difference that the last men- 
tioned machine tender had a sixty-pound 


calender weight in his hands instead of a 
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crowbar and with this he applied very forci- 
ble blows upon the main frame of the reel. 
Close and searching observation of the reel 
frame revealed the fact that several of the 
main frame ribs had large pieces broken off, 
and the main web was badly cracked, placing 
this frame in a precarious position, requir- 
ing strengthening or fish plates to be bolted 
onto the web to make it hold together. It 
is hardly necessary to add that when the 
superintendent was approached and ques- 
tioned about the reel the same ‘‘ old chest- 
nut” was sprung for an answer. ‘‘ Too 
light, too light; not enough iron in the frame 
to stand the{racket ; you see, there was too 
much strain for the amount of iron to resist 
it, and something had to break.” While it 
is no doubt true that revolving reel frames 
and calender frames as they were made fif- 
teen to twenty years ago were rather light 
for the service ordinarily expected from 


them, this cannot truthfully be said of these | 


machines, as they are now constructed by 
all of our leading machine builders. One 


must also remember that there is a vast dif- 


ference between use and abuse, and mill 
men when they buy a machine have a right 


to expect good serviceable use from it when | 


exercising due guard and care; but no one 


should expect a machine to stand abuse | 


when applied as in the twocases cited. Jus- 
tice demands that amachine manufacturer 
shall not be blamed or his ability as a ma- 
chine builder assailed or condemned in such 
a case ; rather place the blame and give the 
condemnation where it belongs.

DAYTON, Ohio, March 14, 1894, 

Ordinarily at this time of the year 
when the trees begin to bud there is a 
gratifying rush of business in the paper 
trade in this valley, a world renowned sec- 
tion. The gay chirpings of the birds usually 
add a delightful symphony, but their notes 
are mournful now ; their songs of prosper- 
ity sound ill attuned to the ears of the aver- 
age paper manufacturer and allied trades. 
It has never been the aim of your corre- 
spondent to color the business situation of 
the Miami Valley, but if at any time good 
news of advancing trade could be chron- 
icled no time was lost in so doing. The 
| situation has always been hopeful, but if 
| the spring trade does not shortly assume a 
better gait the deacons and elders who 
have so long refrained from forcibly ex- 
pressing themselves may vent a pent up 
supply of elegant phrases. 

No class of industry subserves a commu- 
nity to greater advantage than the manu- 
facture of paper. The industry is usually a 
leader, and despite business adversities it 
invariably sails with colors flying. Aretro- 
| spection of things sublunar in this valley 
|may not show a conclusive prosperity. 
| Miami Valley manufacturers and their do- 

| ings have been the cynosure of alleyes, and 

never before has the trade taken such an

It was, by consent, ordered 
that the report as above summarized be 
approved and confirmed, and his claim for 
services and expenses allowed in full. In 
order to terminate the trust of Mr. Thornton, 
allerrors, and exceptions and appeals there- 
from are expressly waived, Thornton is 
ordered to make a distribution of the moneys 
in his hands, and the various amounts of 
the distribution are accordingly set out in 
the final decree. Upon his compliance with 
the terms of the decree he is to be dis- 
charged from all further liability as to the 
property as trustee.

The colonel 
represents Carter, Rice & Co., of Boston, 
and is making a decided hit notwithstand- 
ing the prevailing dullness. He reports 
matters rather quiet, but is always well re- 
ceived by the trade in Dayton. Mr. Berry 
was connected with the Louis Snider's Sons 
Company up to the time of the disruption, 
and is known as a clever hustler. 


Paper manufacturers of Ohio are deter- 
mined to win in their battle with monopo- 
polists, and will save the canal at all haz- 
ards. Several important meetings have 
been held, and the subject has been dis- 
cussed atlength. It has developed that the 
canal is more generally used by paper mak- 
ers and paper stock dealers than was sup- 
posed. Even though the rates are equiva- 
lent to those scheduled by railroads many 
prefer the commerce route, and do not con- 
sider that its abandonment would aid them ; 
on the other hand its maintenance is signi- 
ficant. Were it not for the canals paper 
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manufacturers and all shippers would be 
handicapped and the rates of railroads 
would materially increase. Let competi- 
tion be the life of trade, and do not hamper 
business men because of a desire to add to 
Cincinnati’s prospects. 

When the Miami and Erie Canal (the one 
passing through Dayton to Cincinnati) was 
projected Congress granted to the line 333,- 
$26 acres of land to aid in its construction. 
The proceeds from the sales of this land 
footed up at least $1,200,000; the cost of 
construction was $8,062,880. The length of | 
the canal from Cincinnati to Toledo is | 
given at 250 miles. As an intimation of 
the value of canals it may be said that in 
Ohio they cost in round numbers $15,967,- 
850, and have paid into the treasury of the 
State asove cost and construction $6,000,- 
000. Yet there are monopolists who desire 
to secure for a mere song this property 
which required over $8,000,000 to con- 
struct. 


It is suggested that if the abandonment 
of the Cincinnati end becomes a certainty an 
outlet will be given through Millcreek to the 
Ohio River, thus affording a port—a very 
desirable feature. This enterprise would 
involve the expenditure of a vast sum of 
money, and it is advisable to leave good 
enough alone. The outcome of the conflict 
interests thousands of actors in the scene, 
and it is possible that they will not give 
passive submission to a change. Such legis- 
lation would be roundly condemned, and 
many would term it vicious. What ulterior 
propositions or measures will be adopted or 
what further demands or motives may 
actuate them is only speculation.

To the right, on the street floor, is the 
office, and such an office one seldom meets 
in connection with a rag packing warehouse.

The bins are filled with carefully graded 
rags, which are then put into the big press- 
es and come out on the floor below baled, 
where the better grades are stored until 
shipment, the low grades going into the 
basement for storage. 

New presses are soon to be set up, so 
that the firm will have facilities for packing 
25 tons of rags per day. The firm's No 1 
and No.2 grades are put up especially for 
certain paper manufacturers, who take 
every bale as fast as packed. The firm's 
‘ Excelsior” packing is claimed to be the 
best grade of No. 3 rags in the market, the 
next grade being known to the trade as 
‘*Star” packing, and these grades move by 
the carload as they are packed. 

William J. Corbett is favorably known to 
the paper manufacturers of New England, 
and he takes just pride in his new business 
quarters, which he refers to in his offhand 
way as ‘‘ only an ordinary rag shop.”

APPLETON, Wis., March 12 1804. 


The paper market in the Fox River 
Valley has shown evidences of improvement 
of late in the matter of production of manu- 
factured goods, but it is generally under- 
stood that it has been accomplished at a 
sacrifice of prices. 

‘* Why,” said a Neenah manufacturer to 
me last week, ‘‘ the Western mills are sell- 
ing super calendered book in Chicago for 414 
cents. We've got to compete with these 
people or shut up shop, and of course prices 
are being pounded pretty hard.” 

Another prominent manufacturer, who did 
not want his name mentioned, has been in- 
vestigating the comparative rates of wages 
paid in Eastern and Western mills. He says 
that Eastern manufacturers have cut wages 
much more generally than Western, and 
that as the result of his observations he

just about 17 per cent. less wages than are 
paid in this valley. Eastern manufacturers 
are consequently enabled to put their goods 
on the market correspondingly cheaper in

ern mills. The gentleman referred tothere- 
fore considered it only a matter of a short 
time before other reductions in the price of 
labor must be made to put the West on an 
equal footing with the East. Some of the 
Fox River mills have been running along, 
trying not to reduce wages at all; but it is 
only a question of time before a general re- 
duction is bound to come all along the line. 

Spring seems to have come unusually 
early this year. Since March 1 the snow 
has disappeared and warmth and rains have 
swelled the streams in anticipation of the 
spring freshet. The lake has risen at least 
10 inches and is still rising slowly, and 
more water of course gets down the river 
to the wheels waiting below. 

The warm weather did a curious thing 
last week at the Van Nortwick pulp mill in 
Appleton, which has shut down since last 
fall. While the mill was shut down anchor 
ice formed about one of the wheels so that the 
gate could not be tightly closed. When the 
ice melted away last week the wheel went 
into operation, together with a pulp grinder, 
on its own account. The wood left in the 
grinder took fire and the fire department 
was summoned to the ground to quench the 
blaze, which was accomplished without 
difficulty and with little pecuniary damage. 


David Davis, of the Winnebago Paper 
Mills, of Neenah, has purchased acontrolling 
interest in the old mill of the Eau Claire Paper 
Company, at Eau Claire, Wis. A new com- 
pany has been incorporated called the Dells 
Paper and Pulp Company. to resume the 
business. Besides Mr. Davis the incorators 
named are O. H. and C. H. Ingram and C. 
A. Chamberlain, of Eau Claire. The mill 
was purchased by the present owners at 
forced sale a short time ago for about $40,- 
000. It is a one machine print mill, the 
machine being of only moderate size. The 
new owners, however,will not be content with 
old things, and have already awarded a con- 
tract to Architect C. B. Pride, of Appleton, 
for preparing plans for a complete remodel- 
ing and rebuilding of the plant so as to make 
it new and modern in every respect. The 
work will also be superintended by Mr. 
Pride. The old machinery will be almost 
entirely replaced, including the wheels and 
power transmitting machinery, the pulp 
grinders, the paper machine, &c. As soon 
as the plans are drawn more details will 
be available. The new mill will make 
print paper as before. 

It is stated that a paper mill will be con- 
structed the coming season at Oconto Falls 
by the Falls Manufacturing Company, 
maker of sulphite fibre, the paper mill being 
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how- 


an outlet for some of the product. 
matter is as yet somewhat indefinite, 
ever. 

It is definitely settled that the Grand 
Rapids Paper Company, which a year ago 
cancelled all its contracts for building a big 
mill, will not go ahead the coming season 
either. The company had a meeting not 
long ago and decided that the business sit- 
uation did not warrant any new enterprises 
of this kind. 

The work of preparing for the erection of 
the new pulp mill of the Wolf River Paper 
and Fibre Company, at Shawano, however: 
is going on. Materials have been contracted 
for and excavations are under way for the 
foundations. 

The foundations are in at Menasha for a 
fine new brick office building for the Whit- 
ing PaperCompany. Allthe office business of 
the Wisconsin River Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany and the Plover Paper Company will 
also be transacted there. 

All of the smallpox patients that have 
had any connection with paper mills, two in 
number, have died ; but no new cases have 
appeared, and general anxiety is very 
greatly subsiding. 

The Kaukauna C/ief is the name of a 
new weekly paper started by J. Flanagan 
& Co. Carl Brenner also announces that he 
is about to establish a German weekly at 
Kaukauna to be known as the Zestung. 

The city council at Kaukauna has com- 
promised with the paper manufacturers who 
threatened suits on account of their taxes 
being too high, and has paid back about 
$2,000 in rebates, in which all of the paper 
mills in the city have had a share. 

L. H. Waldo, who has been for fifteen 
years past superintendent of the Appleton 
Woolen Mills, has resigned. The firm at 
first made yarns alone, but for several years 
past have been making worsteds, their 
latest line of activity being the well-known 
‘* Appleton Felt,” for pulp and paper ma- 
chines, which is proving its merits every 
day all over the country. Mr. Waldo has 
been contemporaneous with all this and is 
an experienced and valuable man. 

Contractor Frank Perry, of Sault Ste. 
Marie, was in town lately. 

Charles Wilson, of Minneapolis, made a 
short visit to this valley last week. 

A handsome purse has been made up by 
employees of the Manufacturing Investment 
Company for Jos. Sherburne, who had a leg 
amputated lately as the result of accident.

is attached, by bolts or rivets, a non-corro- 
sive metallic ring, 2°, which is formed to 
project inwardly from the inner surface of 
the pipe, and constitutes a flange. 
pipe being placed in a vertical position with 
the end having the ring a* at the bottom, 
there is inserted in the pipe a lining com- 
posed of any suitable number of lengths, 4, 
of cement pipe, the cement being preferably 
composed of a mixture of Portland cement, 
quartz and silicate of soda.

tions are made of smaller diameter than the 
inner surface of the pipe a, and are placed 
in the pipe in such manner as to leave an 
annular space between the cement sections 
Wooden strips, ¢, are in- 
serted between the pipe a and the cement 
sections to make the sections concentric 
with the inner surface of the pipe. The 
the cement sections are 
preferably cemented while the lining is be- 
ing built up. After a sufficient number of 
the cement sections have been inserted a 
filling of liquid cement is poured into the 
annular space between the cement sections 
and the pipe, the strips ¢ being removed 
during the operation of pouring in the fill- 
e ing. After this another non-corrosive me- 
tallic ring, a‘, similar to the ring a’, is at- 
tached to the flange a’, and forms a flange 
bearing upon the opposite end of the ce- 
ment lining, as shown in Fig. 3.

Ir would seem that another campaign 
is to be instituted against the silver 
legislation known as the Seigniorage 
bill. This bill is nowin the hands of 
the President, and some of the news- 
papers are urging the Chambers of 
Commerce, Boards of Trade and other 

ons to unite in a vigorous 
protest against the measure with a view 
to induce the President to veto the 
bill, who it is believed desires the 
support of the financial and com- 
mercial interests of the country in 
order to emphasize his view that the 
bill is wrong in principle and must add 
materially to the distrust engendered 
by this bolstering up of silver. While it 
is possible and perhaps probable that 
the bill is not so dangerous to the coun- 
try's interests as some people declare, 
yet, on the whole, anything which is 
likely to disturb trade and unsettle 
financial conditions ought not to be 
countenanced. 





TuaT awkward and somewhat diffi- 
cult question as to what is the balance 
of trade, appears to some economists to 
be easy of solution, and the experts in 
the Treasury Department continue to 
hold the view that any exhibit of 
an excess of exports over imports indi- 
cates a trade balance in our favor. Were 
this true, conditions must have favored 
us considerably, for according to the 
Treasury reports the favorable balance 
for the eight months ended February 
28 was $218,000,000 as compared with 
$29,000,000 for the same period last 
year. If specie is taken into account 
this balance is much larger. It is 
stated that the difference was caused 
chiefly by the large increase in cotton 
exports and the decrease in imported 
merchandise. The imports during Sep- 
tember, 1893, were the smallest in 
many years, reaching only $46,000,000, 
while the exports ranged from $72,000,- 
000 in September to $93,000,000 in De- 
cember of that year.

AN English contemporary comment- 
ing on the fact that British imports of | 
paper are about twice as much as the 
exports—an economical phase from 
which we haye of late years been ex- 
empt—and discussing the question of 
requiring foreign paper to be imported 
with marks designating the country of 
its origin, expresses the opinion that it 
would be unwise to thus advertise 
the foreign product. It suggests that 
the best way to overcome the compe- 
tition of foreign made paper is to ‘‘ en- 
deavor to quietly supplant” it, and 
thus lessen demand. Our contem- 
porary might have, with discretion, 
added “if youcan.” How the British 
paper maker is to get his country- 
men to buy his paper in competi- 
tion with the producers in every 
paper making country in the world 
and yet make a living is one of those 
problems which cannot be worked out 
with much satisfaction to himself. 








| There is little, if any growth to the 


industry in the United Kingdom, In 
fact there are fewer mills than existed 
not many years ago, and there does not 
seem to be much of a chance for build- 
ing others. The causes are obvious. 
They are the same which have ob- 
tained with other industries in Great 
Britain, some of which have fallen into 
desuetude. If our friends cannot see 
the reason why, they must indeed be 
blind. 





One of the outcomes of the hard 
times has been a reduction in the profits 
of business, and this has produced its 
effect in lowering the wage scale. If 
we are to have a tariff which will com- 
pel our manufacturers and producers 
to meet greater competition and to 
struggle with foreigners for a share of 
the home market itis obvious that serious 
changes’ will result, and that these 
will not be few. Concerning one of these 
incidents the Bankers’ Magazine for the 
current month says: ‘‘ If the tariff 
is so radically changed that the cost of 
production must be materially lessened, 
undoubtedly one of the first cuts will 
be in the rate of wages. Another effect 
would be in the closing of many of the 
weaker concerns having less capital 
and skill than their gompetitors. In 
the race or struggle for existence all 
the weaker ones would doubtless fail ; 


but then it does not follow that 
they would go out of existence, The 
country is very rich, there is an 


abundance of capital to invest in any- 
tHing containing the hope or expecta- 
tion of a fair reward, and doubtless 
many of the failed concerns would be 
reorganized on a lower basis, and thus 
be able to enter the arena with good 
prospects of winning their fair share of 
business. But what would become of 
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the banks during this period of unsettle- 
ment and reconstruction? Their re- 
sources are lent largely to persons who 
are engaged either in production 
or exchange. Failures in either class 
mean losses to the banks, and there- 
fore it is quite certain that dur- 
ing this period of industrial  re- 
construction, the banks will be subject- 
ed to fresh trials from which they can 
hardly hope wholly to escape. The 
immediate future therefore is not 
very hopeful to the banking interest. 
They must expect losses and perhaps 
heavy ones. The wiser bankers will 
doubtless exercise more care than usual 
in making loans; the tendency will 
be to invest more of their capital 
on collaterals of other kinds which 
do not represent manufacturing or 
industrial enterprises. Still it will be 


The industrial world is closely related ; 
each part is related to every other by 
bands, joints and links of some kind, 
and loss in any direction will be felt in 
varying degree in every other. Those 
therefore interested in banks must ex- 
pect, for some time at least, smaller 
profits. They would be shortsighted 


indeed to expect larger ones while |

Trade Talks. 


Robert Payton, 56 Thomas street, New 
York.—Is not a time of depression the most 
opportune for us to put our commercial 
houses in order? There are several ques- 
tions now on the carpet which might with 
advantage be taken up, and which would, 
when merchants are very busy and have 
little time to attend to outside matters, be of 
immense advantage tothem. Take this 
question of national bankruptcy. The ab- 
sence of such a law has long been a national 
disgrace. Dishonest men have been able to 
hoodwink theircreditors, and the latter have 
had no chance to punish them, because legal 
power was insufficient to do so. I have 
some thousands of dollars which I am un- 
able to collect because of this fact. I hold 
that the man who fails dishonestly and who 
cannot show to his creditors that he was 
unfortunate and therefore entitled to their 
consideration and sympathy ought not to be 
able to take advantage of the present State 
laws, however imperfect they may be. In 
England they do things better. A man 
who fails cannot again enter into business 
there, or even in Ireland, unless he can 
show that he is able to give assurance of 
his honesty and demonstrate his ability to 
continue in business, but in the absence of 
a national bankrupt law in this country 
what does it mean? Why that a man can 
fail, make preferencesin favor of his mother, 
his brother, his sister, his cousins and his 
aunts, and anybody else he chooses. The 
State laws are defective, worse than no 
laws. Give us a national measure so that 
we may have justice meted out to all.

Obituary. - 





EpwarD Beecner GopFREy. 

Edward Beecher Godfrey, founder of the 
paper making firm of Godfrey & Clark and 
its successor, the Godfrey & Clark Paper 
Company, Pittsburg, Pa., died on Wednes- 
day, March 8, at Gilroy, Cal. Mr. Godfrey 
went to California last year in an effort to 
improve his health, he having been suffer- 
ing from an affection of the heart. His 
death was sudden and unexpected and it is 
supposed was due to heart disease. 

Mr. Godfrey was the son of Jonathan and 
Theodate (Hobbs) Godfrey, and was born in 
Hampton, N. H., on September 8, 1829. 
The death of both parents before he was ten 
years of age threw him on his own re- 
sources, and he began life as a train boy on 
the old Eastern Road, now the Boston and 
Maine. He served in the locomotive ma- 
chine shops at East Boston, but at the 
end of two years went back to the Eastern 
Road, where for sixteen years he served as 
fireman, engineer and conductor. In 1859 
he went to Pittsburg, Pa., and engaged in 
the paper and paper stock business. In 
1860 he began making paper flour sacks, 
purchasing rope paper and making the 
sacks by hand,,the printing being done on 
the old style hand press. In 1862, in con- 
nection with Charles L. Clark, he formed 
the firm of Godfrey & Clark, which firm re- 
mained in business until December, 1890, 
when it was succeeded by the Godfrey & 
Clark Paper Company. 

In 1861 Mr. Godfrey purchased a very 
small one machine paper mill on the Monon- 
gahela River, 26 miles south of Pittsburg, 
and he afterward named the place Elk 
Horn. About the first rope paper made at 
this mill was sold to the Government for 
use at the Allegheny Arsenal, which at 
that time was very actively engaged in 
preparing war suppliesforthe army. The 
paper was used for making cartridges, and 
the Government took almost the entire out- 
put of the mill. When the demand from 
this quarter ceased the paper was made 
into flour sacks. The mill was extended ; 


after a time a second machine was added, 
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and in 1881 an additional mill was built, 
three machines being added to the plant, 
paper bags and flour sacks being made at 
the firm’s factory on Liberty street, Pitts- 
burg. InSeptember, 1879, the factory, ware- 
house and store, with their contents, were 
destroyed by fire, and immediately rebuilt, 
while on October 15, 1883, the two machine 
mill was destroyed by fire, and still later 
the remaining mill at Elk Horn was wrecked. 

In 1884 the firm purchased property at 
Tarentum, 20 miles north of Pittsburg, and 
began the erection of a paper mill. This 
plant was afterward increased until it cov- 
ered 8 acres of ground and included paper 
mill, pulp mill, bag factory, storehouses, 
&c. When operations were begun at Tar- 
entum the demand for bricks was very 
large, and as the supply was limited it was 
difficult to get material with which to work. 
As there was clay on the property, Mr. 
Godfrey put in a brick machine; but there 
was no steam to run it and no means to 
produce steam. Mr. Godfrey was equal to 
the emergency. On timber foundations he 
set up one of the steam engines taken from 
the Elk Horn mill and laid a pipe to a nat- 
ural gas well 2 miles distant. In this way 
he furnished the power to drive his brick 
machine in order to produce the brick with 
which to build his paper mill. This was 
one of the earliest dates at which a steam 
engine did actual work for an indefinite 
period with no fuel other than natural gas. 
After this Mr. Godfrey worked out many 
difficult problems as to how to use natural 
gas economically as a fuel for making 
steam. 

Mr. Godfrey was the first to manufacture 
and introduce for sale ‘‘ Red Express " rope 
paper in the Chicago market, and in this 
line he built up a large and profitable busi- 
ness. He was also the first one to use 
natural gas in a paper mill. He used it 
under the paper mill boilers, sixteen in 
number, in 1885, the firm owning its own 
gas wells, doing its own drilling, piping its 
own lines and carrying the gas in 6 and 8 
inch pipes from 2 to 4 miles from the wells. 

On May 10, 1858, Mr, Godfrey was mar- 
ried at Amesbury, Mass., to Eliza M. Clark, 
sister of the man who afterward became his 
partner. The widow, together with two 
sons and two daughters, survives him. 

Mr. Godfrey was for many years a mem- 
ber and trustee of the Fourth Avenue 
Baptist Church, of Pittsburg, and to it as 
well as to other religious and charitable or- 
ganizations he gave liberally.

On Wednesday afternoon, March 7, Clark 
Ward Mitchell, the venerable father-in-law 
of Lieut.-Governor Byron Weston died at 
Westonholme in Dalton, Mass., of paralysis.

He 
was married August 13, 1842, to Ellen 
Theresa Shaw, daughter of Dr. Samuel 
Shaw, of Plainfield. For many years he 
held the office of town treasurer. His 
mother was Lucinda Brewster, daughter of 
Elder Brewster.

ANDREW SNYDER SCHOONMAKER. 
Andrew S. Schoonmaker, a well-known 


representative of an old and honored Ulster | 


County family, died at his residence in 
Napanoch, N, Y.,on Friday, March 2. His 
age was about seventy years. He was the 
son of Jacobus F. and Maria Davis Schoon- 
maker, of High Falls. Frederick Schoon- 
maker, his grandfather, acquired celebrity 
during the Revolutionary War because of 
his ardent patriotism. 

The early business life of Andrew S. 
Schoonmaker was in his native town. In 
1851 he was married to Eleanor Harden- 
bergh, of Montgomery County, N. Y., and 
about the same date he embarked in trade 
at Creek Locks, where he remained four 
years, when he removed to Mill Hook and 
built the paper mill there. Nine years 
later he went to Naponoch, and in company 
with his brother-in-law, the late Justus 
Humphrey, built the paper mill now belong- 
ing to Young & Humphrey. He sold his 
interest to Newton Lefever, and later, Mr. 
Humphrey having died, bought the latter's 
interest, which afterward reverted to the 
present owner, D. B. Humphrey.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market was very erratic, and most of the 
moving shares closed at lower figures. The 
loan market shows no improvement, and 
bankers have ceased making predictions as 
to when there is to be a more profitable 
basis of interest rates. Call loans on stock 
collateral are made at the Stock Exchange 
at 1 per cent., and outside transactions are 
seldom at better than 1% per cent. The 
prominent banks may almost daily be seen 
offering call loans through the street at 1 
percent. Time loans are in small request, 
the supply being very large. Rates are 2 
per cent. for thirty to sixty days, 2% per 
cent. for three and four months and 3@3% 
per cent. for longer terms. The demand 
for commercial paper is very large, and 
there is little material in the market except 
of second grade names, which are slow of 
sale. Rates are 3 per cent. for best names, 
both double and single, and 84%@4 per 
cent. for others. Offerings are almost en- 
tirely by large city houses in dry goods, 
clothing, groceries and tobacco, The mar- 
ket for sterling was firm and comparatively 
active. Bills were scarce, with bankers 
buyers. Posted rates were $4.88 for sixty 
days and $4.89% for sight. Actual rates 
were $4.87@4.87 4 for sixty days and $4.88 
@4.89 for sight. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—There is noth- 
ing very startling in trade. Matters pro- 
gress in aquiet, uneventful way, the volume 
of business increasing slowly. The Cosmo- 
politan Magazine is reported to have made 
a contract with an Eastern mill for its super- 
calendered and coated paper, but the de- 
tails of the transaction have not yet been 
developed. The Morning Journa/ has re- 
newed its contract with a city house for its 
supply of white paper, the new contract ex- 
tending to January 1, 1896. The price has 
not been made public. News is being 
offered at 2c. in this market, and some 
people say even lower. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The market is quiet and 
unchanged. 

WOOD PULP.—Ground wood is dull so 
far as home demand is concerned. Inquiries 
from abroad continue to come to hand and 
the call for export keeps up very well. 

WOOD FIBRE.—The market is quiet, 
sales for the most part being confined tosmall 
lots. DomesticSodais quoted at 3@3 c. for 
Bleached. Domestic Sulphite is quoted at 
234@3c., as to quality, for Unbleached, and 
3% @4c. for Bleached. Foreign grades are 
quoted as follows: Unbleached Pine, soda 
process, 2.60@2.75c.; Bleached, same pro- 
cess, 344 @8.90c.; Unbleached, sulphite pro- 
cess, 2.60@3.10c.; Bleached, do., 4@4%c.; 
Bleached Straw Pulp, 4@4%c. Imports this 
week aggregated 189 tons, being 31 tons 
from Hull, 29 tons from Rotterdam, 80 tons 
from Stettin, and 49 tons from Trieste. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK

Under date of 
February 21, Joseph P. Brunner speaks of 
the Liverpool market as follows: ‘‘ At the 
moment there is little life to report as re- 
gards the market for chemicals, trade gen- 
erally being very quiet. Soda ash is in 
light request for Leblanc makes, and quota- 
tions vary according to make, quantity, 
market, &c., the nominal range being about 
as follows: Caustic and Carb Ash, 48 per 
cent., £3 15s.@45s. per ton ; 57-58 per cent. 
Caustic and 58 per cent. Carb Ash, £4 10@ 
5 per ton, all net cash. Ammonia Ash, 58 
per cent., is in rather better demand, and 
for casks values range from £3 17s.@6 per 
ton, less 2% percent. to £4 per ton net cash, 
according to makes. Bags are 5s. per ton 
cheaper than casks. Soda Crystals slow of 
sale at £2 17s. 6d. per ton, less 5 per cent. 
Caustic Soda dull and weak, although

maker in America. His experience in the trade 
abroad, as well as in this country, and his tech- 
nical education and knowledge enabled him to 
be specially adapted for the work ; hence “ Hof- 
mann’s Treatise on Paper Making” took high 
rank at the start, and soon became a standard 
work on the subject throughout the world. It 
was published in English, German and French, 
and had wide sale in all three languages. 

As years passed it became //e standard work, 
and for the past decade copies have sold at 
large prices, often as high as $30 each, and oc- 
casionally for more money.

In the examples of wire figuring given 
herewith it will be assumed that each lamp 
requires 4 ampere, although all the *‘ new 
style” lamps are supposed to burn up to 
full (16) candle power with ,4, ampere at 110 
volts. But to allow a safe margin of carry- 
ing capacity the wiring will be figured for 
‘44 ampere per lamp. 

In Figure 22 the dynamo d is to supply 
three rooms with lights, as shown at a, é 
and ¢, using 4, 10 and 10 lamps respectively.

At a the four lamps call for 2 amperes of 
current ; at 6 and c¢for5 amperes each. By 
turning to the table we find that No. 20 wire 
will carry 3 amperes, so that size may be 
used at a. For é and ¢c, wire to carry 5 am- 
peres will be needed, and from the table we 
find that No. 17 (.045 inch diameter) is large 
enough for both 4 and for c. 

Here we run against a snag. The dis-

On the first day of my sojourn in 
Chicago, while visiting the committee room | 
of the judges of award of the division | 
to which I belonged, I met E. Morgan, 
from Springfield, Mass., also 
a judge of awards and belonged to the 
same division, viz., No. 89, ‘‘ Paper and 
Paper Products,” To my regret he left 
Chicago on the following day, but he kindly 
invited me to visit him at Springfield, and 
wrote to me later, repeating his invitation. 
I reached Springfield on the evening of | 
August 18, and advised him by telephone of | 
my arrival. He met me an hour later at | 
the Massasoit House, and informed me that | 
he had been invited by the paper manufac- | 
turer ex-Lieutenant-Governor Byron Wes- | 
ton to visit Dalton on the following day, and | 
that Mr. Weston had asked him to bring 
me with him. On Saturday morning we 
went to Dalton, where we met one of the | 
Messrs. Crane. I should not have liked to | 
leave Dalton without once more seeing Z. & | 
W. M. Crane’s paper mills, and therefore 
gladly accepted Mr. Crane’s invitation

visit them. 

The Housatonic River, which flows 
through this lovely valley, furnishes all of 
the mills with water power, but there is not 
sufficient to dispense altogether with steam. 
For this reason and also on account of be- 
ing very far removed from coal mines, the 
newer branches of paper making from wood 
cannot be carried on upon a large scale in 
Dalton, and the paper mills at that point 
concentrate their efforts on the production 
of fine papers and endeavor to furnish the 
very best in their line. They have all the | 
necessary requirements for this purpose in | 
their fine springs and artesian wells, which 
furnish an abundance of fine, clear wash | 
water, and in the sturdy race of efficient na- | 
tive workmen. Zenas Crane, erected the first 
paper mill here in 1801; this mill has since | 
then undergone various changes, having | 
been partly destroyed by fire, rebuilt, &c. 
The Crane family has now organized the 
work in the various mills which it controls 
in such a manner that each has its spe- 
cialty ; the mill which I visited, for instance, 
producing only fine letter papers. Seven | 
engines of 600 pounds capacity and one 80 
inch paper machine turn out about 5,000 
pounds of paper daily, after the well-known 
old process. The firm being desirous to 
produce only the very best article, buys 
white and mostly new rags, which are 
cut by hand and boiled in rotaries with lime. | 

The fly bars of the engine rolls are fre- 
quently painted with white lead in order to 
prevent rust. The copper lining of the 
wooden engine tubs is also painted. Some 
of the lime in which the rags have been 
boiled settles, moreover on the fly bars, 
&c., and this also tends to protect the iron 
parts of the engines against rust. The pa- 
per is sized on the machine with animal | 
size, as in Holyoke, and is dried in sheets in 
the air. The fine letter papers with half 
rough lustreless surfaces, are in this mill 
finished between press boards. Sheets with 
a dead finish are pressed between zinc | 
plates. Other qualities are highly glazed 
by being run through the well-known five 
roll sheet calender. This mill does not 
even work up its own waste paper, but sells | 
it to other mills rather than run the risk of 
reducing the quality of its paper. This is 
probably a well advised precaution since 
the mill is not provided with refining 
engines, and the waste paper would have 
to be beaten in ordinary engines. 

A great deal of letter and note paper, to- 
gether with the envelopes,also manufactured 
at the mill, is put up in paper boxes, and an 
addition has been built to the mill for the 
manufacture of these boxes, which are cut 
from wood board, the corners being covered | 
with strips of cloth by machines of very | 
simple construction, resembling clamp bind- 
ing machines. The boxes are then covered | 
with glazed paper, which is purchased from 
manufacturers of stained paper. Many of 
the finest qualities of paper show a distaff 
in the water mark, indicating that they are 
made of linen. 

The ‘‘Government Mill,” so called, be- 
longing to the firm of Crane & Co., manu- | 
factures the bank mote paper described in | 
one of my former letters. A third mill, | 
** The Old Berkshire Mills Company,” pro- 
duces cardboard and letter paper of all | 
kinds, using seven engines, one refining en- 
gine and one 80 inch paper machine. Each | 
of these mills is run by a different firm, be- 
cause the companies which own them are 
formed of different members of the family. 

I could not accept Mr. Crane’s kind invita- 
tion to dine with him, but instead drove to | 
the top of a mountain about 2,200 feet high, | 
where I had been requested to join ex- | 
Lieut.-Governor Byron Weston. I arrived

approaching thunder storm. The storm 
broke while we were all seated around rustic 
tables in Mr. Weston’s log house. Among 
those present were five preachers of the 
Presbyterian, Methodist and other sects, 
and, one of them having pronounced grace, 
a bountiful meal was served on wooden 
plates. The dinner was not interrupted by 
speeches, but the after dinner speeches 
lasted so much the longer. Our amiable 
host, Lieut.-Governor Weston, opened by 
explaining that the present session was a 
meeting of the ‘‘ Monday Evening Club,” 
which assembled every Monday evening 
in the neighboring town of Pittsfield, and 
which consisted of twenty-five members. He 
stated that it was customary that everyone 
present should speak a few words, dance a 
jig or sing a song. Other speeches then 
followed, and several hours passed in this 
way, until it became time to drive back in 


| carriages, which had been provided for all. | 


I preceded the others with Governor Wes- 
ton, so as to gain time to visit his mill. 

The Byron Weston Company has an old | 
and, adjoining it, a new solidly built paper 
mill with plenty of spring and artesian well 
water, and water and steam power. There | 
are fourteen engines of 500 pounds capacity 
each and two 66 inch paper machines, 
which produce ledger and record paper 
exclusively ; that is, the best qualities of pa- 
perfor account books and documents. The 
machines are arranged for animal sizing, 
and are of the kind described in my treatise ; | 
the sheets are received from the machine 
wet with size, and are dried in lofts. 

In regard to the engines I can only repeat | 
what I have already stated, but I may add | 
that the beating engines are provided with 
bed plates of double width, which carry thin | 
self-sharpening, steel elbow plates. These 
broad bed plates, which extend quite a 
distance up the back fall, are the invention 
of the manager of the mill, Mr. Hitt, who was | 
greatly surprised to learn that still broader 
bed plates are used in some German paper 
mills. These broad bed plates are dis- 
pensed with in other mills, where refining 
engines are used for the final beating of the 
pulp. 

This mill also uses only rags of the best 


| and cleanest kind, as all possible efforts are | 


made to maintain the reputation which the 
firm has gained for producing the very 
finest qualities of ledger paper. The best | 
grades are here also required to be smooth | 
only, rather than glossy, that is, to receive | 
a dead finish ; but neither ordinary calen- | 
ders nor metal plates are used for this pur- | 
pose. | 
The process of finishing the paper be- | 
tween boards, which is used in other mills, | 
is in this case dispensed with by the use of | 
Hitt. 
These consist of a large chilled roll, with 
upper and lower rolls made of cotton, and | 
measuring about 18 inches in diameter. | 
The sheets are conducted by tapes to the | 
highest point of the calender, and from | 
there around the chilled roll, and pass out | 
between the latter and the lowercotton roll. | 
This arrangement is said to produce as fine 
a dead finish as the press board process. 
Mr. Hitt avoids rolls of small diameter in 
all calenders, as they tend to crease the 
paper and produce a high gloss. 


Having completed my tour through the | 


| mill, Messrs. Morgan, Rogers and myself | 
| joined the family at dinner. 


There just re- 
mained time enough, after dinner and be- 
fore our return to Springfield, to admire the 


| splendid reception rooms, billiard rooms, 


&c. The grounds around the residence | 
contain hothouses and gardens, which sup- 
ply the dwelling with floral ornaments. I 
should have liked very much to accept my 
host's kind invitation to remain a few days, 
but my time did not permit.

The factory pur- 
chases the toilet paper, and only puts it up 
in proper sizes and packages. 

The fancy letter paper, which is put up in 
paper boxes or small wooden boxes, is only 
embossed and imprinted ; there is no litho- 
graphing done in the factory. The great 
variety of rich and beautifully adorned boxes

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Mr. Morgan employs 225 workmen in 
Springfield, and besides he controls, in 
partnership with the Plimpton Manu- 
facturing Company, the so-called ‘‘Gov- 
ernment Envelope Company,” in Hartford, 
Conn., which has obtained the contract to 
furnish the United States Government 725,- 


000,000 envelopes yearly for a term of 
four years, that 1s, about 2,500,000 per 
day. 


The machines 1n that factory not only print 
the envelopes, but emboss the postal stamp 
on them at the same time, whenever re- 
quired, so that one and the same machine 
turns out ready stamped envelopes. About 
3,000,0000 such envelopes are consumed 
yearly, as the Pogt Office Department 
charges the public only the value of the 
stamp and the actual cost price of the en- 
velopes. 

The Government in Washington tests all 
paper which it buys, as to strength, &c., 
and the manufacturers are compelled, there- 
fore, to make similar tests.

Three of the most important and 


essential features of a speed indicator are, 


first, such a construction of the handle or 


holding portion that the operator may be 
able to obtain a firm and steady grip on the 


instrument with one hand ; second, ability | 
on the part of the operator to start and stop | 
the registering mechanism instantaneously | 


with the same hand which is used for hold- 
ing it, and, third, the adaptability of the in- 
dicator to shafts or machinery turning in 
either direction. 


A serious defect in some indicators is that 


when the contact push is made, by which 
the spindle receives motion from the shaft, 
a constant friction is maintained between 
the rear end of the spindle and its bearing, 
which is very liable to make the instrument 
inaccurate by causing the end in contact 


with the shaft to slip, thereby allowing the | 


spindle to make a fewer number of revolu- 
tions than the shaft with which it is in con- 
tact. Frictional wear will then take place 
at both ends of the spindle, and the instru- 
ment becomes useless. 

The accompanying cut illustrates a new 
speed indicator with a portion of the bearing 
in which the spindle revolves cut away so 
as to show the worm gear connections, and 
also to illustrate the ball bearing at the 


inner end of the spindle, designed to sus- | 
tain the end thrust thereof when the device |
